DISPUTES IDEA.| 


Old Statute Still in Effect Is Declared | 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNZ.] 
LONDON, Dec. 10.~—The Judge and counsel 
ir a London court today argued the question 


‘whether a schoolmaster could claim to be a 


gentleman. 

The schoolmaster’s solicitor raised the 
question in applying for his client’s costs as 
a witness under the head of “‘ gentleman ”’ 
er “ .professional man,” instead of on the 
lower scale of “‘ tradesman," as ordered by 
the court registrar. The judge and counsel 
agreed that Blackstone's definition of a gen- 
tleman as “one who bears arms” wase ob- 
solete, and the counsel advocated the definti- 
tion of “ one who, by education, occupation, 
cr income holds a position above menial serv- 
ice or ordinary trade.” | 


The judge suggested that a drapet making 
$50.000 a year might be a perfect gentleman | 


in society, but would not be a gentieman for 
the purpose of the county on a high court 
scale, though a raan with an independent in- 
come of $250 would. 

Counsel maintained that his client, though 
without a university degree, was a man 
of. educational ettainments, of refine- 
ment, of artistic and literary attainments, 
an accomplished musician, the proprietor of 
& large school, and, therefore, a gentleman. 

The judge, however, upheld the registrar, 
deciding the costs on the lower scale, but 
comforting the schoolmaster with the dic- 
tum that “no schoolmastser must think he 
is insulted that he should be no gentleman. 
That. in fact, he would only be no gentleman 
in law.”

‘The first time the de- 
tectives visited it they tore out a switch- 
board that cost $3.700. Not long afterwards 
Tennes was held up near his residence and 
robbed of his jewels and $800. Misfortunes, 
he gaid, never come singly. 

Four men disguised as telephone linemen, 
with overalls and “ climbefs ”’ got into the 
clearing house the first time so easy that 
it wasn’t much fun. It was just a case of 
saying that “things were not working just 
right ’*’ and booking at the wires. After the 
detectives were through “looking at the 
wires.’ they let in other d tives who 
wanted to look at them and at ‘the switch-.

There will be.a surgical 
and a medical pavilion, one for the business 
department, an tsolation pavilion, and a pa- : 
vilion for housekeeping and cooking. 

The building will be fireproof throughout, 
with pressed brick exterior, trimmed with 
stone in colonial design. Each of co pa- 
vilions will have a sanitarium, where the con- 
valescents may enjoy fresh air and sun- 
shine. There will be grounds, beautified by 
walks, lawns, shrubs, and fower beds, anda 
playground. 

“The building of the new hospital,” said 
Dr. M. L. Harris, “ will fill a pressing need. 
It will provide an opportunity for scientific 


research and teaching. It is the intention to 
make this institution a center for the distri- 
bution of knowledge for the benefit of all.” 
“We aim for a hospital which will meet 
the needs ‘of rich and poor,” said Mrs. Rus- 
sell Tyson, president of the auxiliary board.’ 
“ A hospital with proper ventilation and san- 
ttation, proper milk and food, nufsing, and 
protection from infection and disease.”’

As a result of the unsuccessful attempts of 
Grandduke Sergius, uncle of the emperor and 
governor general of Moscow, and M. Mura- 
vieff, the minister of justice, to block the lib- 
eral movement, both are reported to have re- 
signed. 


According to the story Grandduke Sergius 
advised the emperor not to concede anything. 
and told him he must choose between him and 
Interior Minister Sviatopolk-Mirsky. There- 
fore, when the emperor Indicated his purpose 
to support Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky the 
grandduke tendered his resignation. 

M. Muravieff's retirement, which will be 
preceded by the usual leave of absence 
abroad, ts-directly connected with the move 
ment for reform of the existing laws. 

Grand Duke Alexis Out. —

‘LONDON, Dee. 10-—-The development of 
the Russian internal situation continues to 
be of the utmost interest. The most signifi- 
cant incident of the current week is the 
czar’s decision to promote M. Avellan to 
the rank of minister of marine. Hitherto 
he has been only director of the ministry of 
marine. This promotion deprives the Grand 
Duke Alexis, commander in chief. of the 
sole control of the navy. 

A St. Petersburg correspondent writes that 
the influence of the liberal leaders will be 
used this winter to prevent conflicts bet ween 
the people and the police and soldiers. Such 
struggles already are of daily occurrence 
and are uhavoidatie so long as entire com- 
munities are destitute and hungry, but they 
are all in the nature of bread riots.

The zemstvo 
program {fs now in the hands of every cor- 
porate in Ruseta. including village 
-counctis, lega? and medical societies, and 
even business companies.

EDITORWITNESSOF CRIME. 


Peers Over Transom During Death 
Struggle and Sees Slayer 


New Ulm, Minn., Dee, 10,.—[Special.}—Dr. 
G. R. Koch, the dentist who was arrested 
charged with murdering Dr. L. C. Gebhardt, 
another dentist, on Nov. 1, waived examina- 
tion at his preliminary hearing today and 
was bound over to await the action of the 
grand jury, which will meet here on Tuesday. 
He is in jail, not having asked for bail. 

Dr. Koch, who made no resistance when 
taken into custody, fought desperately when 
the sheri@ attempted to take an imprint of 
his finger tips for the purpose of comparing 
it with marks of bloody figures found on 
the wall and door casing of the murdered 
man’s office. | 

Dr. Koch today called the attention of his 
attorneys to the action of the sheriff and 
chief of police in forcibly taking an im- 
print of his fingertips, and the matter was 
by them brought to the notice of Judge Web- 
ber of the District court.” 


Editor Sees Murder. 

A hammer and 4 knife were the weapons 
used in killing Dr. Gebhardt in his office, 
which was over a newspaper office, Asa P. 
Brooks, editor of the paper, witnessed the 
murcer. Brooks returned to his office short- 
ly of.er 10.0’elock on the night of the killing. 


He heard a scuffiing overhead, and upon go- 


ing upsteir- found the doors of the dentist's 
office locked. 

Brooks peered over a transom ond saw Geb- 
hardt on the floor, apparently unconscious, 


while an antagonist was stabbing him. The } 


editor ran downstairs and rerurned with an- 
other person, the two looking over the tran- 
s0m once more, and then hastening for as- 
giatance. When they reached the office again 
the murderer had escaped through a rear 
window. 

The name of Dr. Koch was connected with 
the case on the following day, when-a hand: 
kerchief with the initials “G. R. K.” was 
found in Dr. Gebhardt’'s office. A penc'l 
given away by a local concern also was 
found, and it is said Dr. Koch was one of 
the few men who had received such a gift. 


Says Brooks Holds Key. ; 

Bé@itor Brooks is looked upon as the man 
who holds the key to the situation. He and 
Gebhardt were bosom friends and lived to- 
gether at ea bachélors’ club. He tells the de- 
talls of the killing with accuracy, but has 
not been asked under oath if it was Kpch 
who killed Gebhardt. He says he does not 
think it was Koch, and at the coroner’s in- 
quest declared the face of the murderer was 
@nfariliar. His astonishment at the sight 
of the crime was so great, he says, that he 
lost his self-possession and made no effort 
to study the murderer's face. 

Mayor Silverman organized a citizens’ com- 
mittee to assist in running down the siayer, 
one of the results being the resignation of 
County Attorney Hoidale, whose law partner, 
City Attorney Samson, is a brother-in-law of 
hoch. One of the mayor's first moves wus 
to question Brooks, who then declared he 
would not swear that Koch did or did not kill 
Gebhardt. 


The inability of any one to suggest.a mo- 
tive for the crime is not the least puzzling 
feature. -The fact that two men saw the 
murderer in the act, and that he was able to 
escape, add to its darkness, while the finding 
of the bloody handkerchief and the lead pen- 
cil, Dr. Koch's acid burned hands, and the 
conduct of Brooks, all go to make up the

PUT MILK AND BEER ON A PAR. 
Price Should Be the Same, Declares 


An adjustment in the prices of beer and 
milk which would bring the two beverages 
on a par with each other was advocated last 
night by Health Commissioner Arthur R. 
Reynolds in a lecture at the public library. 
He declared he spoke from a hygienic point 
of view. 

“ While millions of dollars are spent year- 
ly for beer at 5 cents a pint,”’ said the health 
commissioner, “people object to paying 
more than 7 cents a Quart for milk. If we 
had 8 cent milk the supply would be fresher 
and better in every way. We ought to pay 
as much for milk as for beer.’’ 

The “education of the milkman’ was 
pointed out as an important factor in im- 
proving health conditions. Ward improve- 
ment clubs also were praised for their sani- 
tary accomplishments. 

“ The average house in Chicago is too poorly 
lighted,.”” Dr. Reynolds said. “ Sunlight 
is scrupulously kept out. On the boulevards 
you may see fashionable houses with nice, 
big windows, but the shades always are 
drawn.”

Week Sees a Number of Important

Real estate mortgage .money continues 
in good supply with only a fair inquiry from 
borrowers.

That the players and coach should take the 
attitude is a surprise. as it is conceded on 
all sides that Wisconsin would be the gainer 
if the change were made. The new rule 
would make the open style of play necessary 
and this has been the Badgers’ strong point 
for years past. ven Fieisher, the crack 
punter, whom the new rule would benefit 
more than any other member of the team, 
expressed the hope that it would not be 
adopted. 

Doesn’t Want Association Game. 

Some of the leading football men expressed 
themselves as follows: 

Assistant Coach Cochems: I am not in 
favor of Mr. Camp's scheme. It would place 
the game largely in the hands of two kick- 
ers and would destroy tne scientific part of 
the sport. If people want the old associa- 
tion game of football, let them have it, but 
there is.no sense in spoiling a good game to 
‘give it to them. The demand for the open 
game comes from the spectators. The rea- 
son for this demand is that they cannot 
readily tell who is carrying the bali. To 
remedy this I would make the old sugges- 
tion that each player have a large number 
on his back, just as a track athlete has. 

Student Manager Minnehan: If the pro- 
posed change is made Wisconsin will have 
an advantage over the other teams, because 
we have the best punter in the west. Never- 
theless, I am not in favor Of the change. I 
believe there would be a large number of 
tie games. Games that are now won by a 
score of 6 to 0 would result in a tie, 0 to 0. ° 


Opposes “Individual” Plays. 


Edward Vanderboom. left half back—If the 
change were made it would mean that light- 
er men could play football It is practically | 
impossible to gain ten yards In three downs 
by line bucking, and this feature of the game 
would be almost eliminated.

The standard of excellence would 
be speed, and individual playing would count 
more than team work.

EFFORTS BEING MADE TO TEST 
EFFICIENCY OF MOTORS. 


Trophy te Be Cottended For Between

"More than 250 Miles—Automobile 
Club of Great Britain Condacts 
Trial Made by Capt. Deasy—Makes 
/ Ran of 4,000 Miles Without Mishap.

LONDON, Dec. 10.—In view of the doubts 
whieh exist here whether automobile races 
on the present lines are of real value for the | 
development of the. ordinary car, efforts are * 
being made to promote races for tourist cars,.

Capt. Deasy has, under the auspices of the 
Automobile Club of Great Britain and Ire-_ 
land, just successfully completed a severe 
run of 4,000 miles. The trial was undértaken 
by Capt. Deasy to show that an ordinary — 
touring 16.10 horse power automobile was 
capable of running 4,000 or more miles at the 
rate of 200 miles a day under the severest 


+ conditions as regards weather and bad réada, 


The automobile. club chose the roads for 
Deasy, and certainly a severer test. could 
hardly have been given anautomobilist. 

He started with a few days of fog; then 
came snow storms, and the four occupants 
of the car were covered with icicles several 
inches long at the end of the journey. Then 
fdcllowed a thaw, which made the roads 
miry, with a constant danger of sideslipe. 
But, notwithstanding the awful weather, | 
there was only one sideslip. 


Race for Tourist Trophy. 

Now the automobile club has decided to 
institute international races for tourist cars, 
the prize to be known as “the tourist 
trophy,”’ to be run between May 1 and Oct. 1. 
each year, over a. distance not less than 150 
nor more than 250 miles. Fuel is to be pro- 
vided by the club, the general basis of al- 
lowance being one. gallon for twenty-five 
miles of ordinary road weight of chassis, in- 
cluding accumulators and other ignition ap- 
paratus. Ti tanks, etc., must be be- 
tween 1,300 and 1,600 pounds and the load 
carried, including body, lamps, etc., with 
driver and one passenger, averaging 154 
pounds each, or not less than 300 pounds 
ballast in leu of two passengers on the rear 
seats. . 

The automobile must not be less than 950 
pounds. The body miust be of the touring 
type, properly and comfortably equipped for 
four riders. No supplies or spare parts or 
tires except what are on the car at the start

The first members of the interstate com- 
meree commission, who had every opportu- 
nity for being familiar with the intentions of 
the framers of the act, believed they had 
power to fix rates, and ‘attempted to exercise 
it. -One of the members was Thomas M. 
Cooley, a consérvative jurist of great abil- 
ity, who was not in the habit of giving the 
words of a law a force and significance they 
did not clearly possess. 

The Supreme court refused to construe 
the act as those who voted for it intended it 
should be cornetrued. The court held that 
congress had not explicitly conferred upon 
the commission, in so many words, the right 
to fix rates, and, therefore, it had not the 
right. With that decision the commission 
sunk to a body that could investigate, recom- 
mend, or remonstrate, but not order. As 
the railroads paid no attention to its advice 
or entreaties it became impotent. 

In the light of the history of the law, what 
is there revolygtionary or subversive of the 
rights of railroads in the recommendation 
of the president that there be a limited en- 
largement of the po aoe of the commission ? 
The railroad men /who lift their hands in 
holy horror and exclaim at the rashness of 
the president must belong to a new gener. 
ation unfamiliar with the intentions of the 
men who in 1887 voted for the interstate 
commerce law. The president advises no 
new departure. He asks congress to restore 
to the law the scope and vigor which ite 
‘authors believed they had made provision 
tor—to make it the efficient measure it was 
intended to be. The Supreme court has said 
that congress did not make its meaning plain.

ROOSEVELT, SOCIOLOGIST. 

Mr. Roosevelt is our first sociological, 
president. Or is it Mr. Riis? 

Juvenile eourts; compulsory education 
laws, parks, playgrounds, tenement com- 
missions, better housing for the working 
people of large cities, the thinning out of 
the congested districts of large cities—such 
are the subjects which Roosevelt, the so- 
‘eiologist, has introduced im his last presi- 
dential message to congress. To the reader 
who is panting for air on the plateaus of 
“la haute politique” this descent into the © 
humbler valleys of ordinary human life is a 
relief and a refreshment. 

“The people of this country should clearly 
understand,” says Mr. Roosevelt, ‘‘ that no 
amount of industrial prosperity, and, above 
all, no leadetship in international! industrial 
competition, can in any way atone for the 
sapping of the vitality of those who are us- 
ually spoken of as the working classes. 
Rapid development in wealth and industria! 
leadership is a good thing, but only if it goes 
hand in hand with jmprovement, and not 
deterioration, physic&] and moral.” — 

It appears then the life of the people, as 
well as the machinery of administration, is | 
of concernyto the governments which the 
people support and in which they find their 
| opportunity for united action. Former 
statesmen have been inclined to regard pure 
air as a matter entirely for private in- 
dividual enterprise. If a man wanted pure 
air he could move to a suburb, If he desired 
grass and trees he could go back to the farm. 
The physical and moral condition of the in- 
habitants of the crowded parts of large cities 
concerned only those inhabitants themselves 
or at most the charity organizations. | 

Mr. Roosevelt has a different point of 
view. He believes that the condition of the 
men and women who compose society is im- 
portant to society itself. Many of those men 
and women are today in a bad condition. It 
may be all their own fault. That makes no 
difference, Thatis not the point. The point 
is that those men or women are living in the 
society of today to its own injury, and are 
producing debilitated, inefficient children to 
the vital injury of the society of tomorrow. 
If there is any way in which society can 
protect itself from the growth of internal 
disease it should do so. It is foolish for it 
to say’to its tissues: “* You are responsible | 
for the disease with which you are suffering. 
I will do nothing for you.” Meanwhile the 
disease spreads and society languishes. Es- 
pecially if it is a democratic society, which 
needs healthy, intelligent — 

Let us therefore have d labor laws, 
says Mr. Roosevelt, to the end that our chil- 
dren may not be worn out by the factory 
before they become old enough for the ba)- 
lot box. Let us have playgrounds and parks 
where the children of crowded districts may 
develop their muscles and the adults. may | 
recruit _ their energies. And let us have 
tenement commissions which will prevent 
‘landlords from building their houses so close 
together or so insanitarily as to impair the 
vitality of our citizens.. 

Roosevelt’s policy is not what ‘Carlyle 
called. a “cold, universal inissez. faire.” 
Neither is it paternalism. It does not do 
what the individual ought to do. It does 
only what the individual cannot. rap 4 
do. It is simply what in the dialect 
ciology is called “social cons¢ience.”” 

Mr. Roosevelt is the first president with 
a social as well as a political-conecience. - Is 
Mr, Riis the: keeper of that conscience? Is 
he the president's social chaplain? It is 
certainly true that Mr. Riis and Mr. Roose- 
velt are in sympathy with each other and

Of. the cruisers’ which. were.at Port 
Arthur in Febriiary, one—the Bayan—is 
still there, but probably‘has. been. so badly 
damaged as to be unseaworthy. The Askold 
is at Shanghai, dismantied. Admiral Kami- 
mura’s ships sank the Novik. ‘The fate of the 
Diana and Poltava is in.doubt. The two 
cruisers af Vladivostok are the serviceable 
reminants of the great fleet that Russia had 
in the Pacific at the béginning of the year. 

The Russian battleships having been dis- 
posed of, it is no longer necessary for Gen. 
Nogi to be so prodigal of human life as in 
the past. He can confine himself to the slow 
processes of a cautious siege and try to 
starve out the garrison, He can send a 
large part of his army to Marshal Oyama 
and have more than enough men left to keep 
up a slow, steady pressure on the enfeebled 
Russian forces, 


A few faye ago it was announced that the 
czar had ‘ordered the dispatch to the Pacific 
of a third squadron, to be made up of two 
nearly completed battleships and five old 
ones, with a number of cruisers and torpedo 
boat destroyers.. There comes now a re- 
port, unverified as yet, that the czar, disre- 
garding the opposition of the grand dukes, 
has ordered Admiral Rojestvensky, the com- 
mander of thé Baltic fleet, not to go on to | 
the far east. Nothing definite is known as 
to his whereabouts, but he is probably near 
Madagascar. If such an order really has 
been given, it can only mean that the en- 
peror has his doubts as to whether Admiral 
Rajestvensky, with his present force, is as- 
sured of a victory over the Japanese fleet, 
and deems it wise to hold him back until he 
can be reinforced. At this time of the year 
Vladivostok, the only port held by the Rus- 
sians, is frozen up. It is not a good base of 
operations, nor will it be a good place to re- 
tire to in the event of reverses. __

-“PULL” ANDTHE. TEACHER, 

The members of the board of education 
are at present performing a feat equal in | 
moral> grandeur to-that.of the oriental 
monks, who are accustomed to spread their 
table. with the most tempting delicacies of 
the market and then, by absolutely refrain- 
ing from touching them, to win a double vic- 
tory over the sin of gluttony. 

If the members of the board of education 
were required by law to appoint 'the school 
teachers of Ghicago by a rigid merit system 
they would be entitled to some credit for not 
trying “to” circumvent the ‘to tunnel 
through ‘it.: But there is no merit law for 
teachers. The board of education could, if 
it so chose, appoint all its teachers by polit- 
ical influence and personal preference. It 
doesn’t so. choose. It sees a plum within its 
reach and yet keeps its hands behind its 
back. While itis balancing itself in this 
highly moral posture the legislature should 
steal up behind it and tie its hands securely 
for good and-all in the meshes of a civil serv- 
ice statute. This might seem ungrateful, 
but perhaps the board would itself acalaim 
its delivery from a situation involving’ ‘a 
constant resistance to immoral impulse. — 

Meanwhile the extra-legal merit. system 
which the ‘board has’ ‘constructed on the lee 
side of its own authority is not only a great 
credit to it but is also in at least one respect 
a great improvement over the ordinary civil 
service system. It is usually the case under 
civil service that. when, an applicant has 
secured a place on the certified list he cannot 
be removed from that place ‘until by due 
process of séniority ‘he has arrived at the 
head: All that he has to do is to sit down 
and let the clock work. The board of edu- 
cation merit system substitutes for the clock 

a term of ‘probation. The markings on prac- 
tical efficiency received by the. applicant 
during this term are-averaged with the mark- 
ings which he received when he’ was placed 
on the list. ‘Permanent appointment does 
not come until the list is revised in accord- 
atice with the degree of efficiency which the 
term of probation has revealed. The effi4 
ciency markings are made by the principals 
of the schools and revised by the district 
} superintendents. It is evident, then, that 
| positions on the list are determined by some- 
thing besides the calendar. A man cannot 
get in at the bottom and ‘just-wait till he 
rises to the top. He has to work. If he 
refuses to work his low markings for effi- 
ciency may keep him at-the bottom forever. 
His appointment depends on his getting to 
the top by showing diligence and capacity 
while: he is still on trial. — | 

This whole arrangement, lies 
pends entirely on a vote of the board of edu- 
eation; on a vote, therefore, which may be 
vescinded at any meeting. What the board 
did‘ it ¢an undo,’ The membership. of the 
board changes. .

INDUSTRIAL STATUS OF MARRIED WOMEN. 

The question of how to enable married 
women to become factors in the industrial 
world is not a new one. In the Independent 
of Dee. 1, Prof. 8. N. Patton discusses this 
general subject and deprecates the changed 
conditions which surround: the American, 
home and the tendency towards either celi- 
bacy or late marriage. In the former agri- 
cultural life the wife as helpmate could add 
to. the husband's income, and men were glad 
to marry young because wives were ap. 
economic help, The change is summed up as 
follows: 

The wife . . . must now buy her chickeg, not 
raise it; she must buy her butter, not churn it; 
buy her carpet, not weave it. Yet poultry raising, 


dairying, weaving, which are now productive in- 
dustries, were classified formerly as married wom- 


en's work, so that wives and mothers were, in ; 


fact, primarily income-earners, and only in 4 oub- 
sidiary way {ncome-savers. 

If the married woman performs the class 
of work now which she did formerly it means 
that she must “ go out to work.” From this 
condition the average husbands turn in 
aversion. The old agricultural idea of the 
home ‘as the sole sphere of woman’s activi- 
ties ‘remains, but not the conditions which 
make it possible for the woman to be the 
economic helpmate which she was formerly. 
The married granddaughters of the butter 
maker meet with disapproval if they seek - 


employment in a dairy store, while their | 


grandméthers are praised for their thrift 
and energy. 

~The article is really a plea for the mar- 
ried-woman who chooses to engage in indus- 
trial activity; that our ideals may be such 
as to “ sustain and cheer the energetic work- 
ing woman who chooses to be a supporting 
wife.” . While, this plea is probably timely, 
yet it is improbable that under present in- 
dustrial conditions the majority or even a 
large share of married women will or should 
desire to engage in work outside the home. 
There is opportunity under the present ar- 
rangements for women to add to the hus- 
band’s income by performing services in the 
household which eliminate expenses. A 
woman’s duties in the home require at least 
a part of her time. To add to these duties 
the full day’s work which is demanded of 
all industrial workers is to overburdén her. 
There may be gradually evolved some sys- 
tem by which the leisure hours of the mar- 
ried woman may be employed in productive 
industry. At present there is no such op- 
portunity woffered for the vast majority of 
wives.. And on the whole the tendency to- 
wards later marriages seems to have brought 
a higher standard of home life and to have 
made woman less of a drudge and as much 
of a real helpmate as the more sustain 
ard régime.

‘The spirit is willing,” he 
said, but. the flesh is A man cannot 
be as good as he wants to be, because his 
lower nature is too weak to keep pace along 
the track his spirit maps out. His lower 
nature needs to be strengthened into the tem- 
per of his higher spirit. That is widely differ- 
ent from imagining that the lower nature is 
to. be destroyed ere the higher can prevail. 
Do not, however, mistake Christ's meaning. 
He did not excuse the disciples for their un- 
faithfulness. He did not palliate their selfish 
sleep. It is a bad use we make of his word 
when we make a proverb of it and use it asa 
sort of absolution for wrong doing. We say 
when conscience pierces or self-condemna- 
tion rises, O, the spirit is willing, but the 
flesh is weak,’ and we think that wipes out 
the wrong. Such a use of Christ’s word is 
fatal to its saving intént. Its real use is to 
make us vividly conscious of the two great 
forces in- opposition in every man, that-we 
ourselves may bring these two. forces into 
tremendous conflict. This is the true battle 
of life. A willing spirit, but weak flesh! 
What death struggles have waged between 
these two! The higher your ideals of right 
rise the more intense that struggle is within 
you, Satisfied. with a low level af life you 
do not feel the impulse that makes this strug- 
gle between the higher and lower forces in 
you, and that is an evidence that your whole 
spiritual nature is tuned to a low key: It is 
an evidence that you think meanly of your- 
self and that is a long step toward becoming 
mean. The man. who thinks nobly of him- 


will feel most keenly this limitation of his 
lower nature and will make the most manful 
efforts to free himself from the captive en- 
tanglements of the flesh. A true man will 
ask “Is my spirit really willing?\ Is the 
Christ estimate a true measure of me? Do 
I in my spirit level up to the divine defintion 
of ‘possibility in me? Dol reach the dignity 
of human nature that Christ puts upon it?” 
Blessed is the soul to whom such a gospeling 
of questions comes. 

Here is a great stage of salvation to reach: 
“tT in my intrinsic self am greater, stronger, 
more dominant than my lower, meaner self. 
I aspire to greater things than my passions, 
I am capable of nobler conceptions than my 
lusts. I am fitted for better things than my 
selfishness.” ‘This is reaching out toward the 
divine, this is “coming to yourself” as 
Christ puts it in the parable of the prodigal 
son.

** It’s good.” he said: “ The pipes are filled 
and you'll get 250 barrels the first day."’ ‘ 

It was oll. The digger had struck the sand 
at 227 feet below “ first pay.” 

The next morning the directors, accompa- 
nied by a “ shooter,’ went tothe ecene. The 
‘go devil’’ was dropped and the next in- 
stant a stream of ol] seventy-five feet high 
shot from the well and “deep pay’’ was 
found.

Gutherie, who had watched every 
step from the time he signed the lease until 
oll was found. received as his share of the 
first day’s return about $40.

portion, or @ taste for art and ep 
gineering. and who, at the tame time, 
would be practical, there is no pro- 
fession which mukes a greater appeal 
than that of architecture. It is a life that, 
tc be successful. must. be followed for the 
leve of the profession rather than because 
cf the! “ almighty dollar.” 

Architecture requires an education. An 
ignorant but’ intelligent man cannot step 
into architecture ashe can into many trades 
and make his way to the front by mers 
energy and perseverance. He must first be 
e@ucated. He must have a knowledge of 
mathematics that can only be acquired “by 
years of careful studr, and an all round 
education, including a fair conception of 
chemistry. In addition to this he must 
study art, and have the inborn taste for it. 
He should be able to judge the symmetry 
cf articles, and should be a judge even of 
household necessities, such as carpets, rugs, 
wall paper, draperies. and furniturs. Let 
him eombine all of these abilities and he will 
make a successful architect, from a technical 
standpoint, but to be a business success he 
must also have polish. He must be a success 
socially. In order to have a large practice 
he must have a large field of acquaintances. 
He must meet business men. and must im- 
press them favorably. a all requires edu- 
cation. ; 


Good Ineures 

In addition to education, the architect must 
have careful judgment on big tasks. If he 
should mistake in figuring the wind load ofa 
skyscraper, that skyscraper would collapse, 
and the architect would go to prison. 
He must figure the weights accurately in cal- 
culating his material. but he must judge the 
wind pressure.

ENERALLY speaking women are not supposea 
to be employed in occupations that may be 
termed hazardous. Few female applicants for 
life insurance are rejected because of the na- 
ture of the work in which they are employed. 
Comparatively few-accidents to working wem- 
en are reported to the police. In places where 


Supposed that a man will be employed... But between the 
theory and thé facts there is a wide chasm in this instance, 
‘and in this city Women are frequently employed where the 
work is of such nature as to be called extremely hazardous. 
| An investigation reveals the fact that nearly every fac- 
tory of importance in the city employing women has de- 
partments where the employés are constantly in danger of 
Serious accident. Not only in factories, but at telephone 
switchboards, elevated stations, and chemical laboratories, 
ete., is this true.
